The greatest inland city of the United States, is the largest and nearest city of any importance to 
the country’s center of population and stands pre-eminent among its civic neighbors for present prosperity 
and prospective future growth. 

It covers an area of more than thirty-one square miles with an elevation varying from 714 to 832 


feet above sea level and lies immediately in the pathway of transportation between the East and West 


Location 
Indianapolis, Indiana, is the county seat of Marion County, and the capital of the State, situated on 
the west fork of White River, at the exact geographical center of the State, and thirty-five miles from the 
center of the population of the United States; 183 miles southeast of Chicago; 242 miles northeast of St. 
Louis; 110 miles northwest of Cincinnati; 110 miles north of Louisville, and 283 miles southwest of Cleveland. 
Mail deposited in Indianapolis will reach any city from Denver to the Atlantic seaboard in thirty- 


six hours. The new two million dollar Federal Building is the finest in America. 














Population 


Over 246,000 people live within the corporate limits of Indianapolis. 

Its growth during the past five years has been almost phenominal, and because of its wonderful in- 
dustrial, commercial and transportation facilities, there is every reason to believe that this increase will continue. 

One quarter of the entire population of the United States lives within a radius of three hundred 
miles of the City. 


Markets 


As a Transcontinental Railway Center, with the surrounding country providing almost an unlimited 
supply of the many natural resources, Indianapolis has become the great market center of the Middle West. 
Many of the largest manufacturers, packers and jobbers in their respective lines are located here. The 
rapid growth of old concerns and the great number of large new enterprises promises for this great hub of 
industry a distinction which will be world wide. 

The country surrounding it is known throughout the world for its wonderful corn producing prop- 
erties. Other grains and fruits are also produced in great abundance. 

Indianapolis is also a great market for the widely known Bedford Ind‘ana Building Stone, and almost 
an inexhaustible coal supply. 

The coal fields of Indiana, among the most extensive in America, lie within fifty miles of Indian- 


apolis, and enable the manufacturers to purchase coal as low as $1.10 per ton F. O. B. factories.

Taxation 


The present tax rate of the city of Indianapolis is 88 cents and a total of $2.13 for state, county 
and all purposes. ‘This tax is payable the first Monday in May, and the first Monday in November, the 
taxpayer having the privilege of paying half in May and the remainder in November. 

Property is assessed for the purpose of taxation usually from sixty to sixty-five per cent of its value. 
The total assessed valuation of the City of Indianapolis both real and personal, for the year 1906 and 
1907 was $162,615,205. In addition a poll tax is collected from 44,680 individuals. 


Hotels 


Sixty hotels find ample patronage from the constant flowing stream of humanity attracted to the city. 


Many of these hotels are among the finest in the country. 























Railways 


Twenty-five Interurban Electric Lines and Eighteen Steam Roads place one and _ one-half 
million people in direct touch with the City in two hours, 376 passenger trains arriving and departing daily. 

Twenty Million People (one-fourth of the population of the United States) reside within three hun- 
dred miles of Indianapolis and can reach the city within eight hours. 

Residents of 84 Counties, of the 92 in the State, can visit Indianapolis, transact business and return 
home the same day. 


As an Interurban Railway Center Indianapolis has no equal in the world, all lines terminating in a 
magnificent Terminal Station in the center of the City. A\ll steam roads enter in a handsome Union Station 
in the business district. 

The Railroad Fare is two cents a mile on steam roads and one and one-half cents on interurban 
electrics. 

The Four Track Belt Railroad surrounding the city facilitates the handling of freight and makes 
available many desirable factory sites. Paved streets reach same from all directions. 

An Average of 4,000 Freight Cars are handled daily by the Belt Railroad. 

Thirty Freight and Express Trains arrive and depart daily from the Interurban Freight Depots, 
situated in the center of the city. 


All Freight Depots are located on paved streets in the heart of the city and within a radius of 
six blocks. 














Water Supply 


The water system, considering quality and methods of distribution, is declared one of the best in 
the United States. 

The water is taken from White River above the city and conducted to a large coagulating basin by 
a well protected canal. 

It is then conducted into filter beds and filtered through sand, thence into clear water basin at 
pumping station, from which it is pumped into distribution system. 

A second pumping station about two miles nearer to distribution center which is connected to clear 
water basin by reinforced conduit is sufficient to supply the city during the night. 

The entire city supply for domestic purposes and fire protection is taken from the pure water sup- 
ply basin. 

The system in its present condition is capable of supplying a demand twice as great as the present 


population of the City. 


Sewage System 


Indianapolis is thoroughly covered by a system of over 180 miles of sewage for both domestic 
and street drainage. | 

The City is unusually fortunate in its natural drainage facilities, besides White River, a stream of 
large capacity, the city has four smaller streams passing through it, which fact has been taken advantage of 
by the city engineers in sewer drainage construction. . 

The drainage system is so constructed that under normal conditions all drainage is thrown into 
White River below the City, but in case of heavy rains which reach the abnormal stage, the system is con- 


structed so that relief can be obtained through an overflow into the natural waterways. 














Artificial Gas 


Two Competing Artificial Gas Companies, The Indianapolis Gas Co., and the Citizens Gas Co., 
supply the city with gas at 60c per thousand feet. 


Electric Light and Heating System 


Electric current for all purposes is supplied by three competing companies, The Merchants’ Heat 
and Light Co., The Indianapolis Heat and Light Co., The Peoples Heat and Light Co., at prices ranging 


from 4 to 7 cents per kilowatt. 


Telephone Service 


Telephone Rates range from $1.50 to $4.50 per month. Service by Central Union Telephone 
Co. and The Indianapolis Telephone Co. 

















School System 


Indianapolis has sixty-five graded schools with an enrollment of over 46,000 pupils. Also academ- 
ical and manual training high schools. Other important educational institutions are, Butler College, 
Winona Technical Institute—The Pioneer Trade School of America, The Indiana Veterinary College, 


Indiana Dental College, The Indiana Law School, The Metropolitan School of Music, The Indiana Uni- 
versity School of Medicine. 


Churches 
One Hundred and Seventy-five Churches have a membership of seventy thousand. 


The Convention City 


Indianapolis has long been known as the "Convention City" and its popularity in this capacity is 
rapidly increasing. This is no doubt due to its unusual transportation facilities, its commodious and reason- 


able hotel accommodations, and the fraternal fellowship extended by the City to visitors.

Erected in 1904 at a cost of $1,000,000. Twenty-five interurban lines leave the city from this point. It is the best equipped 
interurban terminal station in the United States. 















































INDIANAPOLIS BOARD OF TRADE BUILDING 


Located on Meridian and Ohio Streets. Erected 1906 at a cost of $300,000. One of the most thoroughly complete and convenient 
office structures in the city. The entire seventh floor is occupied by the Board of Trade Assembly Room, 
Library, Dining Rooms, Offices and Directors’ Offices 











COMMERCIAL CLUB 
The club is composed of about 1,600 business men organized 
to promote the city’s commercial and industrial welfare.
